National Forensic League 


Over the years Sweetwater has won many outstanding awards in speech at the local, state, and national levels. This year was 
no exception. Several of its students again qualified for the state championship finals which will be held at Cal-State at Ful¬ 
lerton. Sweetwater has qualified someone for the state finals since 1953. During that time, not only have a number of indi¬ 
vidual state championships been won, but also two state sweepstake winnings, more than any other school in the area. 

Since Sweetwater became a member of the National Forensic League in the fall of 1951, its students have participated in 
159 rounds of national competition. Of the fourteen awards won at the national level, there have been two second places and 
one third place with at least one award in each of the national qualifying events. The East Coast, Florida, the Midwest, and 
the Southwest has seen Sweetwater students participate in national meets. 

In addition to the state championships, sweepstake awards at the district, as well as at the local level, have been won over 
the years. In many cases trophies have been retired for winning a tournament three times. 

Sweetwater is also one of two schools in the area whose students have won the top scholarship award in both the Lions’ Club 
and the Native Sons of the Golden West Oratory contests. It ranks high in the number of wins of the Toastmasters’ Ex¬ 
tempore contest as well. 

The students this year held their own in all tournaments in which they were entered. They won awards in local competition 
as well as in the Los Angeles area tournaments in which they competed against (namely, Notre Dame andEl Camino). Par¬ 
ticipating in the Arizona State U. Tournament, Diane Lortscher won first in mixed extemporaneous speaking. 

Close to seventy-five awards were won by this years’ squad. What is pleasing is that so large a number, as compared with 
last year, were first and second place trophies. The spirit of the group has improved. Members of the squad are beginning to 
take more pride in their efforts. With most of this years’ squad members being sophomores and juniors, the future looks most 
promising for Sweetwater to take once again its place of leadership in state and local speech level competition; a place it has 
occupied so many times in the past decades.
